1. In Vay 1952, no Soviet troops were stationed in Sorau (0 52/B 16}. The quarters 
at the former Cerman airfield were occupied by a Polish AAA reriment equipped 
with heavy AA guns of about 85 mm and medium AA guns of 37mm. The heavy guns 
were operated by crews of 1 NCO and 9 EM, and the medium guns by crews of 1 
NCO and 8 Ex. On 3 May, Polish motorized artillery troops arrived at the Sorau 
railroad station aboard two trains of about LO cars each, A railroadman said 
that these troops were contingents returning to their quarters in Sorauw from 
a troop training rrounds, * 


Bi. In the spring of 1951, Soviet troops were stationed in Oppeln (P 51/e 17), ° 

25 Liernite (C 52/2 82), and Brieg (P SLAT 89). No Polish troops were in Brieg. 
A Soviet hich-echelon headquarters was housed in several large buildings about 
200 meters from the Liernits railrcad station. 


3. In the sumrer of 199, a large WOP (Polish Border Guard Corps) unit, commanded 
by @ major, was located in buildings between the wharf and the athletic field 
in Yisdroy (0 SL/L 41}. In addition, sizable land and sea militia units were 
stationed in the town. ++ ; 


4, On 3 June, a WOP Jetachment of platoon strength was quartered at Lugknits {0 
52/aA 81). The mine fields of World “ar II southeast of Lugknitz had not been 
tleared. Barbedewire entanglements were seen on several spots on the east 
levee of the Neisse River, One large and two small ssarchlights wore get up 
near the river, west and south of the town. At the beginning of June 1951, 
about 150 former Greek Markos partisans were still living in Lugknits.
